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1. On 7 April 1951, 23,100 United Nations and ROK prisoners of war were moved in 
300 x 10-wheel trucks from Hahaam-ri, acproximately 37 1/2 miles southwest of 
Chorwon (127-12, 38-15) (CT-h335), to Fengch'eng (12h-05, 40-28) via K'uantien 
(12h-l6, hO-k). The prisoners included 13,000 ROK Army, 2,600 Turkish, and 
5,000 white and 2,500 H.gro United States troops. 


2, On 1 May, 18,900 prisoners were moved in 200 trucks from Songpyongeni (127-53, 39-58) 
(rv-052);) to Fengch'eng via K'uantien. The prisoners inciuded 16,000 ROK Army, 
200 Turkish, and 1.599. white and 1200 segro United States troops. 


3. On 19 May, 10,000 prisoners were moved in 200 United Nations trucks from Cha Won-ni 
(possibly Chawon-dong, (125-1, 39-29) (¥C-3h62)) to Fengen'eng via K'uantien. 
The prisoners included 9,000 ROK Army and 100 white and 200 negro United States 
troops. 


P| hk. In late November, about 500 United States and British prisoners were guarded by 
160 North Korean troops armed with h neavy machine guns and 20 FPSa's were in 
camp at the former Taesons branch of the Sadong Coal Mine (125-18, 39-00) (¥D-220). 
The prisoners were billeted in the former Nortn Korean Army Political School 
until April 1950. The prisoners were repairing buildings damaged by Unitec Nations 
bombing. Approximately 100 prisoners were sick and 1/5 of thogesick were expected 
to Sie, The prisoners received 690 srama of beans and corn daily. The officer in 
charge was Major KI" Sanr-tok.
